Electrified Sidewalk Nips Dogs 


NEW YORK (AP) — A small section of Harlem sidewalk has 
apparently electrocuted one dog and sent several others leaping 
into the air and yelping away. The sidewalk, which feels warm 
and is free of ice and snow despite the bitter weather, has 
enough electricity running through it to light a bulb. So far 
nobody, including Consolidated Edison, knows why. Last Sa­ 
turday, a six-month-old husky was walking with its owner on 
Convent Avenue between 144th and 145th Street near City 
College. The dog stepped on a patch of sidewalk free of ice or 
snow. Then it let out a howl and, its hair standing on end, ran a 
few feet, fell down and died. 


A veterinarian, Dr. O.M. Vidal, who performed an autopsy, 


said later that death was caused by respiratory failure and 
cardiac arrest, and the dog’s blood-filled lungs indicated elec­ 
trocution. Con Ed sent a crew to investigate Tuesday. While a 
newsman watched, a utility employe ran a test with a light bulb. 
It glowed when pressed against the sidewalk. 


One workman said that was enough electricity to kill a dog. 
but not a human. But what, the husky’s owner asked, about a 
small child? 


A Con Ed spokesman said the inspection team’s report was 
being analyzed “ and we really don’t know how it happened or if 
there is any Con Edison involvement. It’s a puzzling thing,” he 
said.

No Treaty Can 


Prevent Race 


WASHINGTON - Some of the 
most knowledgeable technicians 
working on the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks (SALT) now 
believe a meaningful agreement 
between the Russians and our­ 
selves is impossible. 


It’s impossible even if no one 
breaks the rules — which is 
unlikely, given the Russian 
record in such matters. And it’s 
impossible even If the treaty is 
airtight — unlikely considering 
the imprecision of the English 
and Russian languages and the 
extreme complications of ad­ 
vanced technology. 


No m atter what limits the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States agree to, regardless of 
what 
weapon 
system 
improvements are banned, the 
range of possible intercontinen­ 
tal nuclear weaponry is so broad 
and the possible alternate ways 
of carrying 
out 
worldwide 
strikes so numerous that no 
treaty language could prevent 
or contain an arms race. 
The truth of this thesis has 
been demonstrated in USSR and 
U.S. 
military 
developments 
since SALT I was signed. 
Neither country has been held 
back by the terms of the treaty. 
Instead, both countries have 
pursued a variety of paths not 
covered 
or 
not 
adequately 
covered by the treaty but which 
could change the balance of 
power. Imaginative research on 
anti-ballistic missile systems. 
The cruise missile. Radically 
new radar. Advanced bombers. 
Satellite systems. Missiles with 
independently 
targeted 
warheads. An array of superior 
missiles. 
Most importantly, there have 
been great strides in the ac­ 
curacy of intercontinental mis­ 
siles. Remember that a sig­ 
nificant improvement in ac­ 
curacy can do more for the of­ 
fensive capability of a nation 
than adding sizable numbers of 
existing missiles. Accuracy, 


that is, is making ceilings ob­ 
solete. 
Most certainly, restrictions on 
some of the new weapons or 
techniques could be included in 
a new pact. That would change 
nothing. Russian and American 
scientists would immediately 
turn their talents to major 
Improvements 
in 
current 
weapons not covered by the 
treaty, or to new weapons which 
are today little more than 
gleams in the eyes of scientists 
in both countries. Laser tech­ 
nology, for one, is already more 
than a gleam, but too little ad­ 
vanced to control effectively. 
Note in this regard that cruise 
misgUes, the subject of hot dis­ 
cussion today between the Rus­ 
sians and ourselves, were con­ 
sidered too insignificent to 
cover at the Ume of SALT I and 
for a considerable time in the 
SALT II discussions. 
Despite the above, I for one do 
not despair. While an effective 
treaty 
may 
be 
impossible, 
economic problems may even­ 
tually force the Russians to ease 
up on their military' expansion. 
For the Russian economy is 
not strong enough by itself to 
handle the growing costs of 
defense 
which 
her 
present 
programs will impose in the 
decade ahead. Moscow is able to 
spend increasingly large sums 
on military men and weaponry, 
in 
considerable 
measure 
because of indirect assistance 
from the United States and 
other Western nations. Western 
technology has been of prime 
importance in bolstering key 
civilian industries (the base for 
military strength) and in in- 
direcUy providing the know how 
which has enabled the Russian 
military 
to 
solve 
certain 
complicated missile problems. 
The Soviet Union has also made 
effective use of credits from 
Western nations — enabling it to 
shift resources from the private 
economy to the m ilitary buil­ 
dup. 


Ed Sadlowski’s 


Popular Front 


The so-called Popular Front, 
an alliance of leftists and Com­ 
munists, 
has 
not 
been 
prominent in American politics 
since the 1040s, though it has 
recently been playing a power­ 
ful role in European politics. 
Some chance exists that we may 
now see the rebirth of the 
Popular Front in this country. 
On February 8, if Ed Sadlowski 
defeats Lloyd McBride, the 
United Steelworkers, the largest 
union in the AFL-CIO (1.4 
million members), will have a 
president who has advocated 
dropping the anti-Communist 
clause from his union's consti­ 
tution. 
Sadlowski 
comes on 
like 
Mario Brando in “ On the Wa­ 
terfront.” He presents himself 
as the champion of the "little 
guy” and the enemy of the 
bosses 
and 
big 
union 
bureaucrats. But beneath this 
populist 
veneer, 
Sadlowski 
leaves no doubt where he stands 
ideologically. 
Sadlowski's 
facade 
is 
something of a caricature, and 
quite possibly prevents many 
people from taking him entirely 
seriously. He derives from early 
Steinbeck 
by 
way 
of Pete 
Seeger. A reporter recently 
visited him at home, and gave 
the following choice description 
to 
the 
New 
York 
Times: 
Sadlowski “ talks in a soft low 
voice about Joe Hill, Eugene 
Debs, John L. Lewis, Clarence 
Darrow — about all those or­ 
ganizing campaigns, pitched 
battles against company goons, 
historic Congressional hear­ 
ings... He plays an old record of 
Paul Robeson on a hand crank 
Victrola. Robeson sings the 
glory of America. ‘He sang that 
on the day they took his pass­ 
port 
away 
for 
being 
un- 
American,' Sadlowski says in 
disbelief. He reaches for some 
of his favorite books, picks up 
The Grapes of Wrath’...” 
Oh, cut it out, the reader says. 
What is this, some kind of cos­ 
tume party? 
But just as you begin to dis­ 
miss Sadlowski, some rather 
grimmer detail turns up. 
Early lust year Sadlowski at­ 
tended a banquet in Chicago in 


honor of Ernest DeMaio — who 
was taking over as the U.N. 
representative of the Soviet- 
controlled World Federation of 
Trade Unions. The chairman of 
the WFTU is Aleksandr Sheld* 
pin, formerly head of the KGB. 


Not surprisingly, Sadlowski 
advocates dropping the anti­ 
communist clause from the 
United Steelworkers’ constitu­ 
tion. As he says, “you cannot be 
a unionist and be a racist or a 
red-baiter.” 


Meanwhile, Sadlowski has 
picked up a lot of support 
among radical chic types left 
over 
from 
the 
McGovern 
movement. 
John 
Kenneth 
Galbraith, for example, lent 
some glamor to a fund-raiser 
for Sadlowski in Boston, and al­ 
so signed the invltaUon to a big 
reception in New York on Dec. 
14. From Cambridge to Park 
Avenue to the chic encalves on 
the West Coast, cash is coming 
in on behalf of Sadlowski. 


If all this pays off, the popular 
Front tactic will emerge on the 
commanding heights of the 
United 
Steelworkers 
union, 
which represent« the workers in 
steelmaking 
but 
a 
million 
others in non-ferrous metals, 
aluminum, 
chemicals, 
machinery, 
transportation 
equipment, and so on. Steel 
production alone is vital to some 
40 per cent of the U.S. industrial 
economy.

Coniniunity and citizen sup- 


part for law enforcement is the 
best weapon police have in 
combating the rising crime 
rate, the lop FBI agent in 
Michigan told Twin City area 
law enforcement officers last 
night. 


Robert Kent, special agent in 


charge of FBI offices in the 
slate, spoke at the St. Joseph 
Elks lodge during the Elks' 
sixlh annual law enforcement, 
night. Eighty representatives 
from various law enforcement 
branches, including judges, 
prosecutors, and police agen- 
cies in the Twin Cities area, 
were honored by Elks members 
at the event. 


"We need community and ci- 


tizen support for law en- 
forcement," Kent told the as- 
sembled law men and women. 
"We have to earn it and go out 
and ask for it. If we can earn the 
support and merit of the com- 
munity, I think we can curb the 
rising crime rate. 


"ft seems nothing wu do in 


our profession stems the ever- 
increasing crime rate," Kent 
said. He added the profession 
can help Itself by promoting 
better cooperation among the 
various law enforcement agen- 
cies. . 
• 


"But the biggest problem 


facing law enforcement can be 
summed up in one word — 
violence." Kent noted there is 
"an ever-increasing number of 
assaults on police officers," 
saying that annually there, are 
some IN law officers murdered 
in the U.S. in the line of duty. 


And, N per cent of the officers 


are killed with firearms, and of 
thai figure, W per cent are 
murdered with handguns. Kent 
said many more officers are 
being killed due to a rise in what 
he termed "ambush slayings," 
where an officer is set-up to be 
murdered by phony circums- 
tances. 


He said ambush killings first 


surfaced 
prominently about 


seven years ago and added: 
"It's 
a type we have little 


defense for." 


Kent also described a rise in 


terrorist activities, and said 
there,have been some 2,08V 
bombings and incendiary-type 
crimes per year in the last two 
years. He said much of that type 
of crime is caused by political 
groups Irving to get recognition 
by means of terrorist acts. 


A native of Missouri, Kent, 91, 


Joined the FBI in 1951 and 
served at a number of Bureau 
offices before being transferred 
to the Washington headquarters 
in IMS. He later served as 
special agent in charge of the 
northeastern New York state 
and Vermont region, and in 
June, 1»7B, was named special 
agent hi charge of Michigan, 
operating from Detroit.

Two men were arrested and

Percy L. Carr, 42, owner of 
the store, and Ekidie White, 45, a 
tailor, told Benton Harbor police 
that three men — one white and 
two black — entered the store 
and pulled guns at 10:30 a.m. 


Det. Sgt. Sam Watson, who 
interviewed Carr and White, 
said the holdup men began 
loading the clothing into their 
car only after they found an 
empty cash register and Carr

Primarily, the robbers seemed 
to want cash, said Watson. 


Det. Darryl Williamson went 
into the store almost immedia­ 
tely after the holdup began 
because Carr had managed to 
trip an alarm. Williamson met 
Carr and was told the alarm 
went off accidentally. 


Later, Carr told Williamson 
that White was being held at 
gunpoint in the back room of the 
store, and Carr thought he had 
no choice but to lie to the detec­ 
tive, Williamson said.

Lawmen 
Hear 
Top FBI 
Agent

Community and citizen sup­ 
port for law enforcement is the 
best weapon police have in 
combating the rising crime 
rate, the top FBI agent in 
Michigan told Twin City area 
law enforcement officers last 
night. 


Robert Kent, special agent in 
charge of FBI offices in the 
state, spoke at the St. Joseph 
Elks lodge during the Elks’ 
sixth annual law enforcement 
night. Eighty representatives 
from various law enforcement 
branches, 
including judges, 
prosecutors, and police agen­ 
cies in the Twin Cities area, 
were honored by Elks members 
at the event. 


“ We need community and ci­ 
tizen 
support 
for 
law 
en­ 
forcement.” Kent told the as­ 
sembled law men and women. 
“We have to earn it and no out 
and ask for it. If we can earn the 
support and merit of the com­ 
munity, I think we can curb the 
rising crime rate. 


“ It seems nothing we do in 
our profession stem s the ever- 
increasing crim e rate.” Kent 
said. He added the profession 
can help itself by promoting 
better cooperation among the 
various law enforcement agen­ 
cies. 


“ But the biggest problem 
facing law enforcement can be 
summed up in one word — 
violence.” Kent noted there is 
“an ever-increasing number of 
assaults on police officers,” 
saying that annually there arc 
some 130 law officers murdered 
in the U.S. in the line of duty. 


And, 90 per cent of the officers 
are killed with firearms, and of 
that figure. 80 per cent are 
murdered with handguns. Kent 
said many more officers are 
being killed due to a rise in what 
he termed “ambush slayings,” 
where an officer is set-up to be 
murdered by phony circum s­ 
tances. 


He said ambush killings first 
surfaced 
prominently 
about 
seven years ago and added: 
“ It’s a type we have little 
defense for.” 


Kent also described a rise in 
terrorist activities, and said 
there have been some 2,000 
bombings and incendiary-type 
crimes per year in the last two 
years. He said much of that type 
of crime is caused by political 
groups trying to get recognition 
by means of terrorist acts. 


A native of Missouri. Kent, 51, 
joined the FBI in 1951 and 
served at a number of Bureau 
offices before being transferred 
to the Washington headquarters 
in 196«. He later served as 
special agent in charge of the 
northeastern New York state 
and Vermont region, and in 
June, 1976, was named special 
agent in charge of Michigan, 
operating from Detroit.

“ food” 
and 
“compulsive 
overeaters” for the words “al­ 
cohol” and “alcoholics.”

Members feel they are unable to 
control their compulsion per* 
manently without help. 
Part of the success of OA is 
due to food sponsors. A qualified 
food sponsor is one who has es­ 
tablished recovery from com­ 
pulsive overeating and has 
maintained his own state of ab­ 
stinence for at least 21 days. 
Members may telephone a 
sponsor daily to receive coun­ 
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seling on their food plan for that 
day or If they feel an eating 
binge coming on. 
‘‘Just for Today” is a phrase 
used by OA to describe a basic 
approach to the problem of abs­ 
tinence. OA participants are 


urged to concentrate on the next 
24 hours, not tomorrow or next 
week. 
OA practices anonymity Just 
as AA. This allows those at­ 
tending the meetings freedom of 
expression and assures them 


that what they say at OA meet* 
ings will not be repeated.

to 
Verna, 
“Overeaters 
Anonymous 
doesn't stress diet as much as 
figuring out why a person 
overeats. ” If a person asks for a 


Compulsive Eater? 


Overeaters Anonymous has a list of 15 ques­ 
tions to decide if a person is a compulsive eater. 
If a person answers yes to three or more of the 
questions, it is probable that they have a com­ 
pulsive eating problem or are well on the way to 
having one. 
— Do you eat when you're not hungry? 
— Do you go on eating binges for no apparent 
reason? 
— Do you have feelings of guilt and remorse 
after overeating? 
— Do you give too much time and thought to 
food? 
— Do you look forward with pleasure and an­ 
ticipation to the moments when you can eat 
alone? 
— Do you plan these secret binges ahead of 
time? 
— Do you eat sensibly before others and make 


up for it alone? 
— Is your weight affecting the way you* live 
your life? 
— Have you tried to diet for a week (or 
longer), only to fall short of your goal? 
— Do you resent the advice of others who tell 
you to “use a little will power” to stop overeat­ 
ing? 
— Despite evidence to the contrary, have you 
continued to assert that you can diet “on your 
own” whenever you wish? 
— Do you crave to eat at a definite time, day or 
night, other than meal time? 
— Do you eat to escape from worries or trou­ 
bles? 
— Has your physician ever treated you for 
overweight? 
— Does your food obsession make you or 
others unhappy? 


diet, they suggest a low car­ 
bohydrate diet, or an alternate 
eating plan based on the basic 
four food groups. 
Verna said, “When some 
compulsive eaters are asked to 
write down what they have ea­ 
ten that day, they often only 
write down half of what has 
been consumed. It’s not that 
they are trying to hide it, they 
simply don't remember eating 
the rest.” 
AA’s 12 steps to recovery have 
been adapted to the compulsive 
eater. They are: 
— We admitted we were 
powerless over food — that our 
lives had become unmanagea* 
ble. 
— Came to believe that a 
Power greater than ourselves 
could restore us to sanity. 
— Make a decision to turn our 
will and our lives over to the 
care of God as we understood 
Him. 
— Made a searching and 
fearless moral inventory of our­ 
selves. 
— Admitted to God, to our* 
selves and to another human 


being the exact nature of our 
wrongs. 
— Were entirely ready to have 
God remove all these defects of 
character. 
— Humbly asked Him to 
remove our shortcomings. 
— Made a list of all persons 
we had harmed, and became 
willing to make amends to them 
an. 
— Made direct amends to 
such people wherever possible, 
except when to do so would in­ 
jure them or others. 
— Continued to take personal 
inventory and when we were 
wrong, promptly admitted it. 
— Sought through prayer and 
meditation to Improve our 
conscious contact with God as 
we understood Him, praying 
only for knowledge of Hia will 
for us and the power to carry 
that out. 
— Having had a spiritual 
awakening as the result of these

Cut or fold the newspaper so 
that it is about two inches above

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) 


— Researchers wrapped up 
their check of skin tests Wed­ 
nesday in a followup study of 40 
people from farms tainted by 
polychrominated 
biphenyl 
(PBB). 


The researchers from Mount 
Sinai School of Medicine in New' 
York took skin and blood 
samples earlier this week at 
Reed City in an effort to learn if 
the fire retardant chemical 
hampers the body’s immunity 
system. 


The blood samples are to 
check counts of white blood cells 
— one of the body’s primary 
weapons in fighting disease. 


One of the researchers, Dr. 
Henry 
Anderson, 
told 
a 
Farmers Advisory Committee 
on PBB that the scientific 
evidence against the chemical 
so far “ is circumstantial and 
highly suspicious, but with no 
definite cause relationship. It’s 
all sheer speculation at this 
point.” 


But Anderson on Tuesday said 
researchers are still checking 
results from tests of more than 
1,100 persons. Those tests were 
conducted in Grand Rapids 
during November.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) — If you're willing to jump 
jobs and join another firm in an engineering, financial or 
administrative post, you can expect a raise averaging 20 
per cent. And people willing to move within those fields 
soon may be offered even more money, according to the 
executive director of a firm that sends job seekers' 
resumes to companies where work may be waiting. 
“It’s tough to get anybody to change a job in a technical 
area for less than a 20 per cent increase,” said Charles 
Marks of National Personnel Associates of Grand Rapids. 
His firm swaps resumes between employment agencies 
that have people looking for jobs and those that have jobs to 
offer. Marks noted job jumpers received salary boosts 
averaging 15 per cent in the same fields just three years 
ago. Business at Marks' company has been at record levels 
because, in the past three or four months, “The economy 
has just boomed,” he said. Meanwhile, people with tech­ 
nical skills generally are clinging to their current jobs. 
“ Right now, they seem less willing to move — unless 
there is a substantial increase in income,” Marks reported. 
“I guess a lot of people look at the agony of moving and put 
a price tag on it.” That leaves companies “having to do 
whatever they can to attract people to their community.”

Banks Joins Greats 


NEW YORK (AP) - "The 
wonderful thing about being a 
baseball player,” said Ernie 
Banks, “ is that years after 
you're through hitting home 
runs and playing in All-Star 
games, people still remember 
you” 
The Baseball Writers As­ 
sociation of America remem­ 
bered Banks Wednesday, nam­ 
ing him to the Hall of Fame as 
the only candidate to receive 
mention on 75 per cent of the 
ballots in the annual election. 
“This is the greatest moment 
in my life,” said Banks, who 
earned election in his first year 
of eligibility. 
Banks received 321 votes of 
•the 
383 
cast 
by 
veteran 
members of the BBWAA, easily 
passing the required three- 
quarters figure of 288. Eddie 
Mathews was second in the vote 
with 239, missing election by 49 
votes. Tlii' late Gil Hodges was 


third with 224 followed by Enos 
Slaughter with 222 and Duke 
Snider with 212. 
In winning election on his first 
chance. Banks joins an elite set 
of Hall of Famers. Only seven 
others, Sandy Koufax, Mickey 
Mantle, Ted Williams, Jackie 
Robinson, Bob Feller, Stan 
Musial and Warren Spahn, 
gained immediate acceptance to 
Cooperstown. 
Banks knew that his 512 
career home runs gave him a 


good shot at the Hall of Fame on 
his first go-round.

NEW YORK (AP) - To Er­ 
nie Banks, the newest inductee 
in the Hall of Fame, playing 
baseball was like waking up 
every day to a pile of toys un­ 
derneath a Christmas tree. 
It was sunshine, hot dogs, old

dedication, 
loyalty, a 20th century Camelot. 
You ought to pay the club 
owner lor letting you play. 
"The whole theory of my Ufe 
is sunshine,” the 45-year-old 
former Chicago Cubs’ infielder 
said after receiving baseball's 
highest 
honor. 
“My 
total 
philosophy is to keep a smile 
on my face and kindness in my 
heart. 
“Happiness is wherever you 
are.” 
Banks, son of a poor Texas 
grocery clerk, is an almost 
unbelievable anachronism in 
this age of strikes, lockouts, 
agents with black satchels, law 
suits and multi-million-dollar 
contracts. 
Asked if, in his 19 years with 
the Cubs, he had been offered a 
chance to go to another club at 


double the salary, would he 
take it. Banks responded: 
“No. I wouldn’t.” 
Citing his long and warm 
relationship with Philip K. 
Wrigley, the chewing gum 
magnate and owner of the 
Cubs, Banks added: “ I don’t 
think all the money in the 
world could replace that as­ 
sociation. 
“A man just can't say, i ’m 
for me.’ If he can't work it out 
with one club, he probably 
can’t

another.” 
Banks, slim, clean-cut and 
dapper in a business suit, 
dazzled Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn, other baseball execu­ 
tives and the press with his 
boyish enthusiasm, lightning 
quick recall and articulation 
for more than an hour. 
"It's amazing,” said Kuhn. 
"You could sit and listen to 
him for hours.” 
Answering staccato questions 
with spontaneity and warmth, 
he paid tribute to all who had

“ 1 think it will make our sport more interesting,” said Lois 
(ieraci Ernst, commissioner of the new Women’s Basketball As­ 
sociation. “ With off-track betting and the like, we knou that 
gambling happens. 


"I have no problems with it. If it brings people into our arenas, 
that's fine. A lot of men w ill bet on anything they can make money 
on.” 


A lot of people are betting that women's basketball will bounce 
as high as an air-less ball. Mrs. Ernst is not one of them.

ADAMS CLEARED OF BRUTALITY CHARGES 
Decatur Council Reinstates Policeman 


DECATUR — The Decatur village council Iasi night voted 
unanimously to reinstate suspended policeman Donald Adams 
after it was informed that the Van Buren county prosecutor has 
cleared the officer of police brutality charges. Adams, 52. was 
suspended with pay by the council on .Ian. 3 pending an inves­ 
tigation into an allegation that he beat a man with a flashlight 
while arresting him on New Year's eve. 
The man, Tony Dyrcz, 23, of rural Decatur, and several of his 
supporters appeared at the Jan. 3 council meeting to ask that ac­ 
tion be taken against Adams, a seven-year veteran on the Decatur 
force, l^ast night. Police Chief Byron l\es said the state police 
investigation into the incident concluded that Adams handled the 
arrest in a responsible way. Ives said that Prosecutor Ward S. 


Hamlin has dismissed all allegations of police brutality in con­ 
nection with the arrest. 
Adams suffered two broken ribs in the fracas which ensued after 
he attempted to arrest Dyrcz on a charge of driving under the 
influence of intoxicants. Dyrcz suffered a black eye. He was taken 
into custody several hours after his brush with Adams. 


Dyrcz was subsequently charged with resisting arrest as wrll as 
with driving under the influence. He is currently free on his per­ 
sonal recognizance pending court hearings on both charges. 


Adams was later hospitalized for treatment of pneumonia which 
lu> said may have been triggered by the rib injuries. He was 
released from Lake View Community hospital, Paw Paw . Tuesday 


and is now home continuing his recovery. He said he would return 
to duty as soon as his doctor allows him to do so. Several people 
attended last night's meeting to defend Adams. They presented 
the council with petitions signed by over 2110 people asking that 
Adams be reinstated. 
List night's sixrial meeting was called to consider whether the 
village should repair its aging police car or buy a new one. The 
council voted to purchase a used 197« Chevrolet from the R.A. 
Imus dealership in Paw Paw at a cost of $3,650.

Although our officers are 
elected through the democratic 
process by the people, to serve 
them and their interests, it 
seems some of our elected of­ 
ficials put their personal well 
being above all else. Each and 
every man running for an elect­ 
ed office should know what the 
position requires of him, or her, 
and the salary that goes with the 
position 
Our supervisor had over a 
year to go to the state assessor’s 
school if he wanted to fulfill his 
obligation to the taxpayers. 
When questioned about a 
report on his activities as health 
officer, his answer was that, 
“ this information is confiden­ 
tial " No one expects a detailed 
re|xirt, but his activities such as 
number of calls, or contacts 
should be public knowledge. 
Our treasurer also has quite a 
lucrative appointment as our 
sanitation department adminis­ 
trator 
How do these situations hap- 


pen? The only answer is apathy!
